Wishing to offer a few remarks on certain conversionist 
boasts trumpeted forth by the soul-mongers in their organ, 
will you allow me to reproduce the passage upon which 
I am desirous of commenting?* Now, 1 am not 
inclined to deny the fact. But it is easily accoun- 
ted for. In a metropolis like our own, in which 
there must at all times be an immense Jewish floating 
population, in which there must be thousands steeped in 
abject poverty, toiling and toiling for a miserable subsist- 
ence, it is not ineredible that the temptation held out’ 
should produce its effect, and lure some from their dreary 
desert homes to the flesh-pots awaiting them at Palestine- 
place, Men professing to save these starving wretches 


‘niot only from perdition in the world to come, but also, as 


an incidental boon—not expressly promised, to be sure, but 
well understood — the empty stomach from pinching 
hunger in this world, speak a language of extra- 
traordinary power. However munificent the charity of 
the Jewish community, it could not succour all those that 
require assistance. No denomination, however wealthy 
its members, however ample the provision made by it, and 
comparatively few its poor, has yet been able to support 
its needy classes. Nor can this problem be satisfactorily. 
solved by the Jewish community, sustaining as it does its 
proportionate share of the burden of the poor which the 


law imposes upon the whole country ; while, in addition, 


it practically undertakes the whole support of the necessi- 
tous in its own midst, ‘and the relief of the multitudes of | 
destitute foreign co-religion'sts pouring into a country 


accessible from all sides without passport system and 


without civil trammels. Were we Jews to open for in- 
quirers into the truth of Judaism a comfortable home fur- 
nished, if not with the luxuries, at least with the necessaries 
ef life, and were we to hold out to proselytes the prospect 
of employment, it is my firm convic‘ion that we should in 
three mouthsobtain not11 but 11 scoresof converts. Further, 
ina metropolis like our own, attracting the adventurous, the 
disappointed, the desperate, and the unprincipled from all 
quarters of the globe, it is but too likely that men should 
be found ready to sell their birthright for a mess of pottage. 
It is but natural that such men should argue, as Esau of 
old,’ in reference to physical death—Behold we are spi- 
ritually lost ; what good is the birthright to us? Nor is it 
surprising that an octogenarian, and consequently in his 
dotage, or, rather, second childhood, or children, blind 


instruments in the hands of unprincipled parents, should 


fall into the snares of the conyersionisis. Were we Jews 
to declare our readiness to take charge of all the children 
of our neighbours who wish to rid themselves of their. 
parental responsibility, it is not three, but three thousand 
that would weekly be thrown on our hands. That we, 
despite all the disadvantages under which we labour, and 
despite the powerful temptations to apostacy, lose so few in 
so materialistic an age, While the delusions of Mormonism 
draw from Wales alone annually hundreds of followers, and 
Catholicism actually counts its converts from Protestantism 
by the thousands, proves that, after all, the Jewish feeling 
must be much stronger in the Jewish heart than is supposed 
by the superficial observer. | :

THE FRIENDS OF THE JEWS. 

Though all classes of society were in the middle ages 
opposed to the Jews, embittering their lives by degrada- 
'tiun, tortures, and extortion of money, nevertheless 
at all times and in all countries there were some among 
the clergy and laity, scholars and poets, who took the 
part of the Jews and defended their rights. And it is 
still more pleasing to the historian to record that the 
friends of the Jews were those whose names in history 
are mentioned with honour and distinction. We will 
name a few of these noble-minded men. — 

Charlemagne granted to the Jews full religious 
liberty, and allowed them to be appoin‘ed to public offices 
inthe city of Cologne. He made use of their services 
in his diplomatic negotiations, and held frequent inter- 
course with a Jewish merehant whom he several times 
dispatched. to Palestine to briong him from the East 
various curiosities as well as official and political reports. 
Another Jew, by the name of Isaac, was dispatched on 
an important mission to the Chalif Harun al Kasbid. 
Louis the Pious gave several proofs of his appreciation 
of the Jews; he increased the privileges which his 
father had granted them, and appointed an officer, called 
‘* Magister Judaeorum,” to administer the Jewish 
affairs. A Jew, by the name of Zedekiah, was his 
physician. Under the reign of Charles the Bald, there 
was perfect equality between Jews and Christians. The 
shrewd Rudolph of Habsburg even made war in behalf 
of the former, for when the citizens of Berne falsely 
accused the Jews of various crimes, he besieged their 
city. When the Count of Nassau in I['rankfort was 
crowned as Emperor of Germany he was in want of money 
to defray the expenses incurred by himself and his suite. 
He therefore endeavoured to extort the required sum 
from the Jews. But the honest burgomaster of the city 
was just enough not to comply with the order till the 
Archbishop of Mentz interceded and pledged to the city 
several estates in the neighbourhood, worth 2,000 
silver mark, The extraordinary exertions of Schmarben, 
the burgomaster of Strassburg, who with all his might 
opposed the citizens in their cruel treatment to the Jew, 
were not crowned with the same success, and he bad to 
leave the city. Henry IV. deereed, under heavy penal- 
ties that nobody should hinder the Jews from living 
according to their custom and obeying what the Thora 
commanded them to do. The inhabitants of Mentz 
disobeyed this order, and Henry ordered them to be 
punished. The Archbishop, however, endeavoured to 
defend them, as some cf his relations were among the 
offenders, and he himself had received a large share. of 
the booty. Angry that the emperor did not attend to 
his intercession, he left the city and went to Thuringia, 
with the purpose of kindling anew the fire of previous 
revolts against Henry. : | 

Of the German emperors who showed favours to the 
Jews, we mention Albrecht I., Maximilian II., Rudolph 
II, Frederick Il. confirmed their former rights, 
and granted them the privilege of electing their own 
judges. | | 

In Spain we meet with Alphonso I[V., who courted the 
friendship of the Jews, and appointed them to the most 
lucrative offices, though Pope Gregory reproached him 
with exalting the Synagogue of Satan over the Church 
of Christ. Alphonso VIII. and Alphonso X, treated 
the Jews with great distinction. ‘The latter entrusted 
Jews with the execution of a translation of the Bible, 
which translation, known as the Bible of Ferrara, subse- 
quently obtained deserved celebrity, Engaged in his 
astronomical and mathematical studies, he frequently 
availed himself of the services of learned Jews, who had 
to write for him works on astrology, the astrolabe, 
mineralogy, and to translate the scientific works of the 
Arabs into the Latin and the Spanish languages. They 
were also consulted on the publication of the astronomi- 
cal works known as Tabulae Alphonsinae.” 

John II. of Portugal greatly favoured the Jews, and 
made use of their scientific acquirements when ordering 
the circumnavigation of Africa. This enterprise was 
suggested to him by two Jews, Rabbi Abraham de Boja 
and Jose de Lamega, whom he dispatched to the Red 
Sea in order to make discoveries, bebe acl 

In Poland the kings Boleslaus, Casimir the Great, and 
John Sobieski were also favourably disposed towards the 
Jews. Venice always treated them with justice and 
impartiality. There is to be found no trace of fanaticism 
or barbarism in her councils. At Leghorn they enjoyed 
the favour of Ferdinand I., who in 1593, granted them 
the privilege of free import and export, and full security 
for their commerce. In Naples, king Roger put them 
entirely on an equal footing with the other citizens. 
On his death-bed he enjoined on his son to show kind- 


‘ness to his faithfulJdewish subjects. The son, however, 


constrained them to become apostates, palliating his 
atrocity with the words “that he could do notbing better 
for them than to open for their reception the gates of 
Paradise.”

en masse, and chanted Hebrew psalms at his graye, 
The funeral of Gallus, Bishop of Clermont, who haq 
treated them with extraordinary kindness, they also 
attended, weeping and bearing torches. The noble ang 
truly religious Bernard disapproved of the disgracefy] 
fanaticism of Rudolph, the Hermit, who persecuted the 
Jews during the second crusade; and wrote on this 
account to the Bishop of Metz. He succeeded by hig 
endeavours, though but for a very short time, in staying 
the persecution of the poor Jews. 

In Avignon, which belonged to the Popes, the 
Israelites found she!ter and refuge as often as they were 
driven out of France. Gregory I. treated them with 


-exemplary mildness ; he used to say, ‘‘instead of hating 


the Jews we ought to [treat them with forbearance,” 
When engaged in a law-suit with the Jews, the Bishop 


| of Palermo made use of his official power to oppregg 


those under his jurisdiction, the Pope admonished 
him to administer law and justice more conscienti 

and to appoint impartial judges for the adjustment of 
the difference. The same pontiff ‘also condemned the 
unjust proceedings of the, Bishop of Terracina, who ar. 
bitrarily took possession of the Synagogue of the 
Israelites, whom he drove from his diocese. Pope 
Alexander If. protected the Jews against the persecue 
tions of King Ferdinand [. of Spain, and Pope Alex, 
ander II. gave permisssion to numbers of the Jews 
whom Ferdinand V. had driven from Spain to settle jn 
Rome. Pope Alexander ITI. in 1161 appointed Rabbj 
Jechiel his treasurer, and his Anti-Pope Benedict XIII, 
appointed several Jewesses as the keepers of his linen, 


Under.penalty of excommunication Gregory IX. inter. 


dicted the kings Philip II. and Louis the Saint from 
ill-treating the Jews. In the same friendly spirit did 
the Popes Clément VI., Innocent XI., Innocent XII, 
Calixt, Eugene, Honorius III., Gregory VIII., Urban 
V, Sixtus V., Clement VIII., Alexander III., Innocent 
IV., Martin V., exert their influence in behalf of the- 
Jews. By an order of Clement VIII., issued in 1461, 
the Jews were to be treated as fellow-citizens. Innocent 
IV. addressed a letter in 1244 to the Bishops of France 
and Germany, in which he admonished the clergy and 
secular princes to show kindness to the Jews, and cen. 
sured them for accusing the Jews of crimes they bad 
never committed, as a means to rob jthem of their pro. 
perty. 

The example of these enlightened priests was followed 
by many distinguished literary men, who considered it 
their duty to enter the lists in behalf of the rights of the 
Jews ; for instance, the poets Romain de Hooghe, Bar. 
laeus, Preyerius, Calvin, the celebrated jurist Hugo 
Grotius, Wagexseil, Sebastian Munster, Cardinal Ceasar 
Baronius, Cameron, Selden, Vossius, Hottinger, Hack- 
span, Schnell, and others. 

Let us pay the homage of due respect to the memory 
of those men! Let us erect to their immortal names a 
monument of gratitude in our hearts, and let us endea- 
vour to imitate their glorious example, if circumstances 
sbould enable us to defend the rights of the oppressed 
among our fellow men.—Hecht’s Historg of the Jens. 


St. Prererspurc.—A ConGREGATION:— It is 
known that Czar Nicholas soon aiter his accession to the 
throne, dissolved the Jewish community of his capital and 
expelled its members. The reigning Czar has not only 
permitted the formation of a new congregation, but has 
lately sanctioned the election of a rabbi. The rabbi of 
the congregation of St. Petersburg is Dr. A. Newmann, 
who was called hither from Riga, where he held office.—

A DeserTep SynacoGue.—Newport, in the state of 
New York, was once the seat of a flourishing congrega- 
tion, which possessed a beautiful synagogue. It is the 
birth-place of the late Judah Touro, who died at New 
Orleans. At present, not a single Jew resides in this 
town, and a co-religionist, who lately paid it a visit, 
gives an account thereof iothe “Jewish Messenger,” from 
the colamns of which we make the following extract :— 
** Within a stone’s throw of the park named after the 
benevolent Israelite of New Orleans, who likewise liber 
ally endowed the congregation here should it any time 
be re-established, is the Jewish Cemetery, sacred from 
its associations and telling its instructive tale of what 
the Newport Israelites once were, none so respected as 
they for their integrity and attachment to their faith. 
There is a traditional love for our people, yet cherished. 
Fortunately, there has been little occasion to disturb the 
good opinion entertained by the very oldest inhabitants” 
here. Once in a while, a man has been known to soliat 
a pedlar’s license which is readily granted to him, as he 
represents himself to be an Israelite, and then, whea 
detected in transacting business on Saturday, he has 
been promptly lectured for his irreligiou and deprived 
of the advantages accrued by reason of his faith. Grand 
old names are borne on those moss grown tombs'onrs, 
while in front of the massive gate, with its commanding 
Egyptian architecture, the gay and lively of this gener 
tion whirl giddily by—no thought of the past, little car 
for the future, living only in the present. The venera- 
rable Synagogue stands in a pleasant street, neat “a 
City Hall, and is pointed out as one of the relics : 
Newport. It is kept in perfect order, the lawn neatl 
trimmed, the entire building fresh and clean, the difec 
tions of Touro’s will being religiously observed. The 
building faces towards the East, forming an angle W"’ 
the street. But it has been already described, eve? in 
this journal, There is no change here. The very 
atmosphere breathes of sanctity aud repose: Memory 
unconsciously wafts us back to the era when ——e 
tors, fleeing from oppresion in the Old World, cge 
a haven in the New, and ultimately settled in this P Me 
gant city.

THE WESTERN JEWS. 
(Continued from our last.) : 
Domitian exaggerated the rigors of Titus. Under 
his reign it deserves to be remarked, that both 


Jews and Christians were persecuted indiscriminately. 


Nor is it strange that the heathens found it difficult 
to distinguish beween Judaism and Christianity. If the 
Japanese Embassadors, enlightened representatives of 
their countrymen, were called upon to distinguish 
between Mormonism and Christianity, they would 
assuredly be much perplexed to do so; yet it may 
fairly be questioned whether the Mormonites are further 
separated from the Christians of the present day, by 
creed or filiation, than were the early Christians from 
the ancient Jews. We need not wonder, then, that both 
were at first involved among the heathens in one common 
disadvantage. 

Under Nerva the Jews had a breathing space, which 
they themselves ‘brought toaclose under Trajan, by 
their convulsive efforts to recover their national 
independence. Heliogabalus conceived the project of 
consolidating all the religions of the earth, a project 
which was attempted to be carried out by Decins, 
Valerian and Diocletain, who persecuted both Christians 
and Jews with strange barbarity. 

Nevertheless, it should be borne in mind, that those 
persecutions which the Jews from time to time endured 
under the Romans, were in the main political and not 
religious. And alittle attention will disclose a very 
curious distinction between the trouble of the Jews 
and those of the Christians under the IkKomans. Under 
the Roman Emperors, the Jews were struggling, like 
the Catholics now, for the remains of their temporal 
power; but, unlike the Catholics, they did not in 
general proselytize. though they received converts ; 
but proselytism was the very essence of the Christian 
seet. The Jew said, ‘‘ My nation is destined one day 
to receive a great earthly kingdom. I do not think 
it essential that any but Jews should benefit by it. 
However, if you are really very eager that you or your 
children should share in thé prospective blessings of 
this coming kingdom and will submit to be circumcised 
we will, as a great favor, receive you.’ The Christian 
gaid, ‘“‘ Much that the Jew says is true, bat you must 
believe a great deal more.—And so far from its being a 
matter of indifference whether you join us or no, we 
believe you will be damned hereafter everlastingly if 


you do not ; but you need not be circumcised.” The con- 


sequence of this was, that whereas the J ews, unlike the 


Catholics, were not propagandists yet, as the Christiaris 


were, and were in the rough looked upon by the Romans 
as Jews, they were both often involved in persecutions 
for opinions and actions which they did not share. Thus 
they suffered the same doom from very different motives. 
This deserves to be particularly noticed, inasmuch as, 
among the earliest and most enduring features of the 
Jewish character and creed, that, perhaps, to which 
they chiefly owe their prolonged existence, must be 
-reckoneidl the very sirgular but marked absence of 
propagandism. The Jews were intolerant, but seldom 
aggressive. 
bitter suffering the lessonof human tolerance, they 


never, on the other hand, lost sight of the cardinal truth, | 


that conviction, to be real, must be spontaneous, 
and that physical force and moral suasion are 
incompatible. Tie Pharisees were indeed accused by 


Christ of compassing heaven and earth to make one | 


-proselyte. But the very bitterness with which he spoke 
- faithfully reflected the Jewish repugnance to the moral 


puffing and the degraded notion of the Deity involved 


in the true missionary spirit. Whenever, therefore, the 
Jews are found in history returning the atrocities of the 
Christians, it is in a spirit of retaliation and self-defence, 
never with the lower motive of making converts by fire 
and sword. The absence of propagandism, though ori- 
ginally a merely negative toleration, was nevertheless 
- preatly instrumental in the preservation of the race. 


e wise tolerance of national creeds exercised by the 


Roman rulers was not at first denied to the Jews, 
because they left the propagation of their faith to its 
own natural course. Those ideas which made Jerusalem 
a centre of rebellion were not so much theological as 
practical, so far as the belief in prophecies {can be called 
practical. These prophecies may, however, be deemed 
to have been so far practical as they inculeated the 
belief in a coming temporal sovereignty, because that 
belief finally compelled the Romans to blot ou 
Jerusalem; but when the physical and earthly event 
was annihilated, the speculative belief of the Jews in 
one perfect God involved no farther cause for rebellion. 
Accordingly they were often tolerated, sometimes 
cherished, by the Romans, even under the Christian 
Emperors, who, if they occasionally spoke of the “hateful 
Jewish crew,” the “ parricides who had murdered their 
Lord,” yet acknowledged the rites of the Jewish 
religion, and exempted its priests from many burdens. 

Nor were the Jews persecuted until the full catholic 
and absorbing zeal of the Christian religion swallowed 
up the last relics of Roman justice. It may indeed be 
said, that what took place was inevitable. The devilish 
logic which deduced persecution from Catholicism was 


If, in later times, they learned in the 


‘all the more inexorable from wearing the appearance of | 


mercy. If without the pale of Ohristianity there were 
no salvation, it was surely merciful to prevent the spread 
of spiritual poison. Those who were “noble enough to 
be illegical,” like Isidore of Seville, Bernard de Clair- 
vaux, and, to their honor be it said, a long list of popes, 
were looked upon with anger or contempt by the more 
faithful sons of the church. Accordingly, the Christian 
theory of persecution was first carried out in Christian 
and Visigothic Spain. The Jews were protected under 
the Arian and heretical kings. But one of the first 


orthodox rulers, Sisebut, at once involved 80,000 Jews 


in persecution, They p'eaded with simple pathos for 
common justice. ‘‘ Joshua had never forced the 
nations he subdued to adopt the Mosaic ritual. Was 
it not enough to consign them to damnation in the next 
world? Why were they tobe molested before their 
time?” Sisebut replied that he obeyed Holy Charch, 
and that in temporal things men might choose, but not. 
in spirituai. He was censured in a general council of 


the Spanish clergy, by Isidore of Seville. But after 


Isidore’s death, the Jews in Spain became the victims 
of sixty years of conscientious cruelty. They were 
compelled to eat the flesh of swine; their religion was 
proscribed ; they were to appear before the bishops on 
their feast days, lest they should observethem. No 
Jew’s evidence was to be received against a Christian, 
for ** how is a liar before God to be believed?” Driven 
to desperation, the Jews in Spain sought comfort from 
their brethren in Africa, A new power ‘was striding 
fast from east to west along the African seaboard, and 
from the African Jews the Spanish Jews learned that 
the followers of Mahomet were more merciful than the 
followers of Christ. The Visigoths accused the Jews of 
plotting abroad. The Council of Toledo was called 
together. All Jewish property was confiscated, and 
divided amongst slaves, and all their children torn from 
their parents and brought up in the Christian faith. 
The Council of Toledo was never called again. Within 
fifieen years, the kingdom of the Visigoths had passed 
away. | 
The Moors, on entering Spain, at once took the Jews 
into favour. The comparative proximity between the 
Hebrew and Arabic tongues drew their bonds still 
closer, and the Jews found themselves called upon to 
act as confidential interpreters to the new masters of the 
kingdom, and privileged to give their own version of 
things and men. On the other hand, the Moors initiated 
the Jews into their own learning, and gave them lands 
to cultivate. Nosooner were the Jews raised to the rank 
of citizenship, than they showed how well they could fulfil 
its duties. They devoted themselves to all the arts 
and sciences, and especially to agriculture, the original 
pursuit of their race. With the Moors they shared the 
honors of fertilising and civilizing Spain. They 
applied hydraulics to irrigation, introduced the products 
of Africa, engaged in the manufacture of silk, cotton 
and morocco, while in all the branches of civilization the 
Christians were lagging far in the rear, In the follow- 
ing, the tenth century, the position of the Jewsin Spain 
had so far improved that che example of the Moorish 
princes, their enlightenment, and consequent toleration, 
was found to have caused a favourable reaction and 
change in the barbarity of the Christian portion of the 
peninsula. The kingdoms of Castile and Arragon seem 
to have adopted the policy of the califs. The immediate 
neighborhood of so much light and science could not 
fail to modify the thick gloom of superstition under 
which they had labored. The spirit of propaganda 
abated fora season, and, unlike the Christians of the 
other parts of Europe, most unlike, too, the succeeding 
days of the full triumph of Christianity under the pa- 
tronage of the Inquisition, the Spanish Christians, after 
the eighth century, gave every symptom of having 
opened their hearts to toleration and good will towards 
their former victims. Accordingly, at that time we 
find the Jews in high and merited favor both with the 
Moorish and Christian kings. In several instances they 
filled the office of prime minister. The Moors, indeed, 
went far beyond a merely passive toleration, and 
protected the Jewa with a favor much resembling 
of Augustus at Rome in carlier times. They granted 
the Jews a separate organization, and sanctioned their 
judicial administration. The Jewish government under 
the patronage of the Moors was remarkable. The 
synagogues elected the chiefs of the nation: the 
chiefs in their turn elected jadges, who were to 
form the judicial body, to whom all disputes between 
The numbers of the Jews in Spain at the beginning 
of the tenth century suddenly received a great accession 
by the destruction of the celebrated academy of Pum- 
bedita in the East; ard the Talmud, which the refugees 
brought with them, was translated into Arabic by order 
ofthe Kalif Hasehem II. Rabbi Joseph was chosen 
to perform the stupendous task, and brought it to a 
close towards the end of the tenth century. At the 
same period Menachem-Ben Saruk wrote the first 
Hebrew Dictionary which appeared in Spain. More- 
over, in all the southwest of Europe, the Jews were the 


principal physicians of the day. So thoroughly was 


their pre-eminence in the medical profession acknow- 
ledged, that a Spanish writer attempted to prove “ that 
their constitution and the quality of their intellect was 
naturally and chiefly adapted to the study of medicine.” 
They showed, however, by their universal pursuits 
under the Moors, that their talents were encyclical 


rather than special. But it is noticed by M. Bedarride, 


as acurious and pregnant fact, that among the works of 


Aristotle, which the Spanish Jews translated, we do not 


find his treatise on “ Poetry.” This is easily explained. 
On the one hand, the poetry of the Jews, at all events 


that large class of poems which never entirely departed 
from the original character of the poetry which we find 


in the Bible, was e0 austere and contracted in its range, 


to be applicable to their own. 


almost impossible for the Jews to discover anv canons 
derived from Greek poetry which they could ‘consider 
Moreover, the Jew for 
centuries looked upon poetry in the light of a sacred 


outpouring of national or individual feeling, a sort. of 


communion with his God, to which he would have 
been loth to apply any heathen rules of criticism. On 
the other hand, itis probable, that during the period 
preceding the revival of letters, although from causes 
too long to trace, the Jews and Aribs were fimiliar 
with Plato and Aristotle, and. deeply versed in the 
study of Greek philosophy, the Greek tragedians and’ 
Epic poets were unknown tothem. Many an English- 
man who studies French scientific works deeply may: 


Moreover, the mythology of the Grecks was nat 
calculated to attract the Jews, if it did mot, to use a 
legal term, ‘‘estop” the perusal of the Greek posts.

JupAIsM IN THE Roman Emprre.—It might seem 
strange in this coofused medley of rites, each overbid- 
ding the other in extravagance, the Jewish relizionshould 
have found a place so early as the reign of Augustus, 
for a worship idevoid of image or sacrifice, and at a 
distance from its temple, poverty-stricken in point of. 
ceremonial, necessarily formed the most striking com- 
trasts with heathen worships. But the very aspirations 
after the one omniscient and omnipotent God, which 
the heathen conscience (lacerated as it was by the mul- 
titude and the pretensions of its deities,) could nowhere 
else satisfy, explain how the God of the Old Testament 
drew to Himself vast numbers of proselytes from 
Paganism in Rome herself, and wherever a Jewish 
synagogue happened to be built. Precisely becanse 
He alone was not one amongst many and endured not 
another by his side, and because no myths were attached 
to his name, the imagination of many a Gentile, wearied 
with the search after a h'gher and less authropomorphic 


| being, was won over; while the observance of the Sab- 


bath, prayer, the law, and the abstinence from meats, 
laid a yoke on him borne by no means unwillingly ; for 
a man finds repose the easiest and most cherished in the 
consciousness of a worship, precisely formularised and 
strictly enjoined. To the generality, indeed in those 
times, the Jewish God was so strange and unintelligible 
a being that Juvenal imagined the Jews prayed to noth- 
ing but the clouds and empty heavens. 
server as Strabo was, he thought the God of Moses 
naught {else but what we call the heaver or world, or 
nature of the universe. Celsus, too, insisted that the 
Jews prayed to the heavens. Notwithstanding these

THE CONVERSIONISTS AND THEIR

_ We have copied in another column a statement from 
the missionary organ of last month in which an account 
is given of certain conversions said to have been effected 
within the last three months. It is not for the 


_ purpose «of offering any comments on these conver- 


sions—or, rather, baptisms—that we have reproduced 


the paragraph referred to. We have in this quite a 


different object. We have reproduced this statement in 


order to. express our profound satisfaction at another 


portion thereof, and to make a few remarks on it. The 
portion to which we allude is that which describes the 
efforts made by members of the community to deliver the 


_ Victims from the snare in which they have been caught. 


‘Tt may be doubtful whether it is the religious duty of a 
Jew to employ any direct means for pointing out to his’ 


- neighbours the grave errors of the doctrines professed by 


them, and to awaken in them a sense of their pernicious 
consequences. As the Jews do not claim for their souls 
the exclusive privilege of salvation, but willingly allow 
virtue its merits, wherever and whevever found, they natu- 


ally lack special motives for a religious propagandism. It 


may be in this spiritual contest as it was with their fathers 
of old in the pbysical struggle which they believed to be 
imminent at their departure from Egypt. The prophetic 
assurance, ‘‘ The Eternal will fight for you, but ye shall 
hold sour peace,” may be asapplicable now as it was then. 
The rabbis, in their opposition to proselytism, may be right. 
The time of the Gentiles is not yet full. Education has

expediency of such proselytism. How easily might the 
fierce fanaticism, which in its conversionist attempts 
shrinks from no means, however iniquitous its nature, be 
stirred up to acts of violence and resent by physical force, 
the employment of purely spiritual weapons in combating 
religious error.

The violent outbreaks of fanaticism in various parts of

It is not any outward!rite, but the. act of Heaven 
Himself, which introduces an infant into Jewish commu- 
nion. It is birth that makes a Jew, and imposes upon 
him the allegiance which he, from the cradle to the 
grave, owes to the God of Israel. It is in virtue of this 


| allegiance that those duties are imposed upon him which 


at first have to be discharged for him, and which he himself 
has afterwards to perform throughout life. He has not taken 
this allegiance upon himself of his own free will, neither 
can he discard it of his own free will. It has been con- 
ferred upon him, like life itself, by a higher power, and he 
must retain it until relieved from this duty by the same 
power. Apostacy is as much a desertion from his post as 
suicide. Combatants in one and the same camp, for the 
same cause, although in different directions, the sons of 
the same patriarch, must be animated by the same senti- 
ments, and must feel that no single individual among them 
can desert his post without weakening the whole body. 
Although not legally, yet they are clearly morally respon- 
sible for each other. The son of Abraham that should 
see a brother preparing for desertion from the camp, 
without employing every legitimate means to make him 
sensible of the enormity of the guilt which the intended 
treason involves, and without straining every nerve to 
retain him in his allegiance to Israel’s Special King, who 


| appointed Israel His special servants, cannot love his God 


with all his heart and all his might. By every conside- 
ration impelling brother to save a brother, he is bound to 
recall the misguided kinsman to a sense of his duty. He 
knows that the desertion of the brother cannot be effected 
without physically weakening the body of which he is an 
integral part, and without morally relaxing the ties holding 
together its members, by setting a pernicious example, to 
those as weak-minded or as unprincipled cs himself. He 
knows that, although a Gentile by birth, who never owed 
allegiance to the God of Israel, may by the practice of 
virtue open for himself the gates of eternal \ife, yet the 
Hebrew by birth cannot desert the post assigned to him 
by God Himself, without incurring a doom terrible in 
proportion to the inexpiable guilt incurred. He therefore 
has the strongest motives possible for endeavouring to 
gain back his erring brother. Nor need considerations 
of expediency check his exertions in this direction. The 


| fiercest fanaticism would hardly resent the effort of the 


Jew not to gain over proselytes from the ranks of other 


| religions, but simply to hold his own. 


Convincing as these arguments must prove to every 


| reflecting mind, we yet had but too often the mortification 


of seeing them wholly disregarded. It was with a pro- 


| found sadness, to depict which we lack words—it was 


with inexpressible grief, filling our hearts with a feeling 
akin to despondency, that we saw the orthodox in the 
community, those who consider themselves its very salt, 
look with a most deplorable, selfish unconcern at the 
incessant attempts made to seduce sons and daughters of 
Israel from their allegiance to the God of their fathers, 


daring of sceptics who ventured to call in question any of 
Israel's ordinances, by calling them apikorsim, and of the 
apostacy of thcse who had consummated their treason, by 
calling them meshumudim, these orthodox seemed to 
believe that they had discharged their daty to their God 
and their brethren. That there was a still higher duty 
for the Israelite in this respect—that of the spiritual care 
for the neglected and ignorant, of sound instruction and of 
a brotherly warning back from the awful precipice—did not 
enter their minds, Still worse, the unorthodox portion 
had not even a word of indignation to spare at the sight 
of such iniquity. They called this woful dereliction of 
duty by the hallowed name of Liberalism. Alas, for the 
desecration of this august name in the mouths of these 
un-Jewish men and women!

Indifferentists being desti- 
tute of religious convictions, or whose convictions are so 
slight that they are next to nothing, can as parents not 
impart to their offsoring what they do not possess them- 
selves. Habit and association may keep them within the 
community in which they were born, and may even keep 
them within its pale despite the advantages to be obtained 
beyond it. But will this also be the case with their 
children? They who have grown up under different 
influences have imbibed different saotions, and formed 
different ties? But we will not any longer follow the 
melancholy consequences of indifference in this its most 
saddening aspect. Our heart fails usin doing so. We can 
see nothing but desolation and ruin in this direction in oneor 
two generations. Such was the frame of our mind, and 
such were its dark forebodings when we read the passage 
referred to in the conversion organ, and, like the twinkling 
of a friendly star in the midnight gloom of a lowering sky, 
it suddenly darted a ray of hope and consolation into our 
heart. It betokened that the thick vail of cloud was 
thinning away, and that the heavenly host would soon shed 
again its genial light over the landscape. The highest 
Jewish ecclesiastical authorities. we are told, set themselves 
in motion to extricate the ensnared from the toils in 
which they were caught.

They accordingly examined the shoe, but no one could 
identify his work ; but some of them thought it was 
much like the work of one of them present, Ab. 
Azulai, who answered that he could not identify it, 
but if it was his own he could not recollect selling it 
to anybody. The enraged Bashaw thereupon sent 
this man to prison laden with heavy iron chains on 
his neck. Then the enraged and disappointed Spanish 
vice-Consul, 
this person, and his servant who were not sleeping in 
the house, and they were accordingly bastinadoed 
early in the morning, each receiving no less than from 
600 to 800 lashes. The Jews are in consternation

CONVERSIONIST EFFORTS IN LONDONJ 


The following is the statement from the conversionist 
organ of last month, referred to in our leader. Let us, 
premise by way of explanation that in the“ Wanderer’s 
Home” every Jew is received and provided with all 
necessaries while inquiring into the ‘trath of Christianity,” 
and that all Jewish children offered to the conversionists 
are altogether taken off the hands of the parents, who, we 
believe, have to bind themselves in writing not to claim 
their offspring back for a certain namber of years, thecon- 
versionists thus guarding against the possibleconsequences 
of repentance. The supposition, of course, is that the 
time during which the children are bound to stay with 
the conversionists will prove long enough for the indoe- 
trination of the youthful minds. Thus these Protestant 
missionaries in London seek to obtain by legal forms 
precisely the same object which the inquisitors of Kome 
endeavour to secure by violence. The two ‘differ in 
form but not in substance. We now reproduce the 
statement alluded to :—

Let us thank 
God and take courage, and let us pray the Lord to keep 
the young converts, by His mighty power, stedfast to 
the end. | 

* But the opposition on the part of the unbelieving 
Jews has been greater than I have ever experienced in 
this country. Everything that could be done was done 
in order to prevent the converts from making an open 
confession of their faith in Christ Jesus our Lord, 

‘The highest Jewish ecclesiastical authorities were 
enlisted on that side. Promises were held out, threats 
were employed, false reports spread abroad, in order to 
move the converts from the step they were on the eve of 
taking. Even Jewish ladies condescended to drive to

The external and internal 
influences determining the events which form its his- 
tory flow on in regular succession, are but rarely com- 
plicated with currents setting in from different directions, 


and if occasionally complex, are yet by a little attention : 


easily resolvable into their simple elements. Not so 
the history of the Jews. Scattered as they are over the 
face of the globe, each section has a history of its own, 
which at all times externally greatly partakes of the 
character of that marking the nation among which its 
lot is cast, and occasionally is part and parcel thereof ; 
while internally it is more or less tinctured by the co- 
lours imparting their hues to the current in which the 
inner life of the general population flows. The mate- 
rials, therefore, for the history of the Jewish people in 
modern time have to be collected from all four quarters 
of the globe. This is clearly no easy task, especially 
when it is considered that ancient Jewish settlements 
were frequently violently broken up ; that their members 
were either massacred or expelled; that in either case 


the archives of the congregations, containing the neces- 


sary materials for their history, were lost to the world, 
since the fugitives, encumbered with their household 
stuff and other articles they were enabled or permitted 
to save, could not have thought of carrying with them 
their communal records, which could not have been: of 
any use to them in their wanderings, and since their 
enemies had too little regard either for Jews or Judaism 
to preserve their archives. It is, therefore, not surpris- 


middle of the southern wall of the cemetery with the 
short inscription designating the 
burial place of these martyrs. The thrilling tale of 
these victims of fanaticism, according to our author, is 
this :—"‘In the year 1096 all Jews of Worms were to 
be slain, Then the twelve wardens of the community, 
provided with arms, which they concealed under their 
clothes, went to the town-house and implored the 
assembled councillors to have mercy on the codgrega- 
tion and to spare their lives. But in vain were their 
supplications and tears. The sentence of death by 
the murderous swords of the fanatic crusaders was 
pronounced by the judges in their presence. Upon 
this the twelve wardens, having locked the door from 
within, fell upon the councillors and killed them. 
While this passed in the town house the other Jews 
defended themselves, until at last, overwhelmed by the 
‘multitude, they expired on the corpses of their eremies 
slain by them. The twelve wardens then repaired to 
the cemetery, and there found a resting place, having 
died as martyrs by the hands ofeach other. The stone 
commemorating this event was subsequently put in 
the wall over sgainst the spot where their remains were 
interred. For many. generations it was, and perhaps 
still is, customary to visit on the anniversary of this 
massacre the graves of these martyrs, and there to offer 
up a prayer. The tenth of Adar was annually kept as 
a fast day in commemoration of this calamity.

than ordinary diligence, learning, and acumen should 
be requisite to discover and utilise the few which es- 
caped the general destruction. 

Among these few not the least valuable are the 
inscriptions on tombstones in Jewish cemeteries ; for 
the persecutors of the Jews did not always devastate 
the resting places of the dead after having destroyed the 
dwellings of the living, At other times the Jews, after 
the storm of the persecution abated, were permitted to 
return, and in such cases managed to obtain again poa- 
session of their ancient cemeteries. It is thus that a 
sprinkling of ancient epitaphs of historical interest have 
been preserved to our days; and it is the profound critic 
and indefatigable collector of materials, Dr. Zunz, of 
Berlin, who has the merit of having called attention to 
these historical records. At his appeal societies and 
public spirited individuals in several of the ancient 
communities of Gerreany have copied the most inte- 
resting sepulchral inscriptions, and printed them in 
separate publications. One of the most ancient Jewish 
congregations in Europe is undoubtedly that of Worms. 
It is true the assertion of this community in the middle 
ages, that its ancestors, having been consulted by the 
Sanhedrin of Jerusalem on the sentence to be pro- 


nounced on Jesus of Nazareth, protested against the act | 


of viclence meditated against him, is a pious fraud, 


_ devised by these good people in their distress in order 


to avert from themselves the wrath of the fierce Chris- 
tians of the time, ready to avenge on the deicidal race 
the death of their God and Saviour. It isa pious fraud, 
resorted to for the same reason by severa\ other congre- 
gations both on the Rbine and in Spain. The very 
copy of the letter said to have been addressed at the 
time to the Jerusalem court of justice, and which may 
still be read in some ancient chronicles, is a forgery. 
But if it cannot be shown that Jews were settled in the 
Roman fortress, Bombomagus, said to be the progenitor 
of the modern Worms, or that the city was in rerum 
natura as early as the year 30 of the common era, there 
would be no difficulty in proving that it was the seat of 


_ a Jewish colony in the days of Charlemagne, or, per- 
haps, even before his reign; and although the pious 


fraud of the community did not in the middle ages 
altogether protect it from the holy zeal of those who 


considered the destruction of the Jews as the shortest 


cut on the road tu heaven, yet were the exterminations 
and expulsions not so thorough going as to extirpate 
them root and branch. A. remnant in the fiercest of 


_ persecutions seems to have been preserved, and so most

epitaphs, and it is the small volume containing these 
Inscriptions which we have now before us. 
That the fresh materials thos gatkered for Jewish 


history are not unimportant will have been seen from 
the article ‘“‘ The Rothschild Family ” lately published 
in these columns, and where we reproduced the epitaph 
of the immediate ancestors of this family. But this, 
although one of the more important discoveries brought 
to light, is far from being the only one. There are 
others which are of equally high interest, although from 
a different point of view. Take, for instance, the very 
first. It dates from the year 905, and is that of a 
woman ; alas, that one of the oldest, if not the oldest, 
Jewish epitaph in Europe should be so intimately con- 
nected with religious fanaticism, for the inscription 
records that ‘‘ Segirah” was ‘* the daughter of Rabbi 
Samuel, who was slain on account of his confession of 
the only God” (DOM py), in other words, he was 
a martyr. Thus we see at what early period.

Among the historically most important epitaphs is that 
of the celebrated Rabbi Meier, of Rothenburg (9570), 
whose sad end has been described in the biographical 
sketch which some weeks ago appeared in these columns 
under the title of ‘‘Saod Addaula,” by Dr. Graetz. It 
dates from the year 1307. It recounts briefly how Rabbi 
Meier, the most distinguished German rabbi in his age, 


Tamuz, in the year 5046 ; how he died in prison, on the 
19th of Adar, in the year 5053, and was only permitted 
to be buried on the 9th day of the month of Adar, in the 
year 5067—of course, A.M. There is something truly 
pathetic in the following epitaph. It dates from the year 
1308, and the grave is by the side of that of Rabbi Meyer, 
of Rothenburg. But, instead of translating the epitaph, 
let us condense the touching story from the pages before 
us: Alexander Siisskind Wimpfen was a pious and rich 
member of the congregation of Frankfort. He was child- 
less, and resolved to employ his means in order to obtain 
permission to bury the body of Rabbi Meier, which the 
rapacity of his gaolers withheld from his co-religionists. By 
dint of great exertions, much expense, and not without risk 
of his life, Wimpfen at last succeeded in getting the body

An ancient and distinguished family is that of Bacha- 
rach. It produced several eminent rabbis, who, in all 


of these was Chayah (Eve) Bacharach. She was 


at an early age, as rabbi of Wornis, as recorded 
on his tombstone. He left an only highly gifted son, 
Simpson, His widowed mother, although only 30 years 
old, and asked in marriage by a very eminent rabbi, 
declined the offer, in order to devote herself entirely to 
study, and the education of her son. Her erudition was 
so great that she could read the ‘‘ Midrash Rabba” 
without commentary, and had even given expositions 
thereof; nay, she occasionally combated the explanations 
of the 3475 MMA, and, in the opinion of cotemporary 
scholars, obtained the victory. ‘She also understood the 
** Machsor ” and ‘*Selichoth” in the origina!, as well as 
also Rashi’s commentary on the Bible. Her grandson, 
Yair Chayim, preserved im writing several of her expla- 
nations of passages in the Midrash. As she grew older 
her longing after the land of her fathers grew stronger 
and stronger. She, therefore, in 1651 set out with her 
son on a journey to Jerusalem. But she had not the bap- 
piness to see her most ardent wish fulfilled. She died 
the same year at Sofia, in Bulgoria, on the way to the 
Holy Land, and was buried there with great honour. 

The last epitaph which we shall notice is that of 
Urania, the precentor. Yes, Urania, the female precentor, 
who died in 1275.

half feet thick, in which there are only a few narrow 
apertures. The consequence was that the women could 
not at all, or only indistinctly, hear the officiating minister 
in the men’s compartment. It therefore became necessary 
to charge a learned woman with the functions of a precen. 
tor, who had to officiate in. the female’s compartment, 
Urania was one of these ministers. 
May this useful and most interesting publication prompt 
spirited men in other ancient congregations to imitate the 
meritorious example sef them by Dr. Levysohn, and may 
they bring to bear on their task the came love, zeal, and 
learning which bas animated the preacher at Worms, and 
which has rendered his production one of the most pleasing 
of its kind.

Charity and enlight- 
enment are to suffering humanity the choicest gifts of love; 
the Sons of the Covenant are specially charged with the 
practice of the former, and the spread of the latter.

The great interests of humanity are best promoted by the 
combined . efforts of associated philanthrophists, and 
protected against all undue interference of opponents by 
wise measures and provisions. 5. The divine and ever- 
lasting doctrines of Judaism are the basis of all Civilization 
and Enlightenment, Universal Charity and Fraterniza- 
tion—its promulgation and performance, therefore, are 
but the preaching and practising of allthese great boons 
of Humanity. In order to carry out the above principles 
in the workings of our revered Order, we have established 
the Constitution ofthe I.0.B.B.”

cruelties. ‘‘ Hostile to the interest of the state!” Is 
this your own despotic opinion ; or do you enunciate 
it as the opinion of your readers? The former I 
presume—otherwise we should not be in the enjoyment 
of the inestimable rights and privileges we possess. 
The House of Commons would not have Jewish 
gentlemen of ability representing large and important 
constituencies within its walls, and taking a most 
- prominent part in the legislation of their country. Nor 
should we have seen a Jewish Lord Mayor elected 
unanimously by the acclamation of his fellow-citizens. 
This gentleman performed his duties during his year 
of office with a dignity becoming the important 
position he occupied. He represented your town in the 
House of Commons. We have Jewish magistrates 
dispensing the laws—Jewish sheriffs— Jewish legislators. 
We enjoy the confidence of all classes without distinc- 
tion of sect or creed; and the country still continues 
to uphold its high position as thefirst empire in the 
world. How, then, may I humbly ask, do we jeopardise 
t he best interests of the state? Had you looked into 
the archives of the history of your country, ere putting 
to paper such uncouth things, you could not possibly 
have committed yourself to assert that our love of the 
country was aot ona par with other Englishmen. 

I can only attribute your erroneous assumptions, 
not to the brevity of your wit, but to the littleness of 
your knowledge—or, possibly, to lending yourself to 
a speculative belief in illiterate prejudices which have 
been imbibed since the Christian era, which stupid 
errors have—thanks to the developement of man’s 
intelligence—become all but extinct. ee 

You further assert in addition to your accusation of 
a want of patriotism, ‘ that the pickpockets that come

and that all the old metal purloined from the Arsenal 
is purchased by itinerant Jews,” These are charges of 
‘terrible consequences, involving a numerous section of 
Jewish trades-people, which I most fearlessly assert are 

made without truth or justification. From whence 
you derive your facts to manufacture this highly ingeni- 
ous attack, I know not, but this, I most emphatically 
remark, thatif you are not anxious of receiving a well- 
merited but most unenviable notoriety, you should at 
once repudiate those most cruelly unjust charges, and 
acknowledge they were published without sense or 
reason—indeed, to those poor Jews who frequent your 
town, an explanation and apology is eminently due. Is 
it fair, is it commendable that you should so greviously 
abuse a numerous class, even presuming we have a few 
black sheep in our midst? We do not pretend to 
perfection, but [ maintain that less crime exists amongst 
the Jews than any other class. If you refer to the 
criminal statistics of the country you will then see the 
falsity of your egregiously mistaken assertion, and the 
truth of what I assert. If any individual, calling 
himself a Jew, unfortunately commits a crime, he is at 


once paraded in some sensational paragraph as an object 


of particular unusual interest—it being so very seldom 
we find a member of the Jewish persuasion breaking the 
Jews of this country—they are sometimes unjustly 
accused, which J hope to see you acknowledge asa very 
great popular error, as an extenuation of the inconsis- 
tencies you have so erroneously published. Is it right 
because we are an acute, money-getting, thriving 


people, that we should be branded as the worst of 
characters, hostile to the intereste of the state, and 
sadly inimical to social progress? _— |

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THE NEW DRAMA 


There appeared some years ago at Vienna a new 


drama entitled “ Deborah.” It was the production of 


a Jewish author of great talent—Herr Mosenthal. The 
play created an extraordinary sensation, and was in a 


Berlin excepted. In the capital of Prussia the small-

We will only 
say that, of course, the stirring plot, as well as the most 
interesting incidents, are all fiction ; yet there is not the 
slighest incorrectness—nay, not even exaggeration in 


any of the laws, customs, and feelings which the poet
